'ITALY IS UNBEATEN'

SALERNO, Italy Saturday, 
July 6. UP) Premier Mussolini, 
mounted on a cannon, told 12,000 
blackshirts ready to depart for 
East Africa today that we have I 
decided upon a struggle in which ' 
we as a government and people j 
will not turn back. The decision 1 
is irretrievable." 

Earlier, en route here from 
Home, the wirless antenna of II 
Luce's big seaplane had been 
struck by lightning, but none of 
the occupants of the plane was 
Injured.

SAN DIEGO, Saturday. July 6. 
i.P Unwillingness of California 
counties to assume the new wel¬ 
fare burden threatened under the 
change in relief administration 
from SERA to WPA was ex¬ 
pressed by representative super¬ 
visors at today's conference with 
Frank Y. McLaugh in, state works 
progress administrator, and mem¬ 
bers of the state relief commis¬ 
sion. 

Supervisors speaking with this 
keynote included B. A. Sweet. 
San Diego; Stanley Abel, Kern; 
Fields, Butte: J. E, McGregor, 
Riverside; A. Y. Preble, Imperial; 
W. H. Leach, Monterey: William 
Jerome. Orange, and Frank B. 
Gigliotti, state department of so¬ 
cial welfare; Charles W. Deterding 
jr., Sacramento county manager, 
and Col. O. C. Wvman, San Joa¬ 
quin county charity supervisor. 

Workings of the new program 
were explained in part to the 
gathering by McLaughlin, who an¬ 
nounced that on or before Oct. 1, 
it is planned for the WPA to have 
taken over all acceptable projects, 
while having turned care for "un¬ 
employables'' back upon the coun¬ 
ties or lesser political subdivisions. 

Here, Supervisor T. Leroy Rich¬ 
ards. San Diego county, raised a 
question of what types of persons i 
are unemployables and who are 
not. The question went unan- 1 
swered. 

William Jerome, Orange coun- j 
t.v chairman, protested against 
“the program outlined, as not 
offering the maximum benefit 
at the minimum of cost. “We’re 
not going to be able to meet the 
program," he concluded, after 
mentioning how his county had 
borne a heavy burden of relief 
and public works. 

In his talk, Supervisor Sweet 
said that “the federal government 
has put a premium on pauper¬ 
ism.” He said he had once dis¬ 
guised himself in boots and over¬ 
alls, and mingling with the work¬ 
ers on relief, heard one man tell 
another that he had let his pick 
hit the ground only three times 
in one day. Sweet branded the 
work relief crews as schools of 
communism. 

The state of California is as¬ 
sured a whole allocation of $202.- 
000,000 from the federal relief 
funds, of which Washington has 
earmarked $71,000,000, leaving a 
net of $131,000,000 for general 
works use, McLaughlin explained.

Meeting Monday Night 

On Monday night the publicity 
committee of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce will meet 
at Wilson's Bay Front cafe in 
Newport Beach to consider plans j 
for advertising Orange county to j 
exposition visitors. Mr. Kellogg i 
said he was hopeful that a county¬ 
wide plan for entertaining expo- ! 
sitlon visitors at packing houses ; 
giving them orange juice and per- j 
haps gifts of fruit, might be de¬ 
veloped by that time. 

In placing his proposal before 
the industry, Mr. Kellogg already; 
has conferred with Paul S Arm- j 
strong, general manager of the j 
California Fruit Growers Ex- j 
change. Following that meeting 
he began contacting packing house 
managers and other citrus leaders 
in Orange county, and now in¬ 
tends to go before the prorate 
commission to explain his project 
No Other Plan Yet 

No plan for control of this 
year’s surplus has been developed, i 
and the excess this year is ex¬ 
tremely large. His plan. Mr. Kel¬ 
logg explains, would be a workable 
control plan, would accomplish the 
desired increase in returns to 
growers, and at the same time 
would advertise the Southland as 
well as increase local business 
with the tourist trade. 

His suggestion is that Valencia 
producing counties increase their 
advertising budgets enough to pay 
25 cents per box for fruit to be 
given tourists. This would help de¬ 
fray packing costs, which amount 
to about 50 cents per box. If a cit¬ 
rus house normally packed only 
50,000 or 60,000 boxes per season, 
and then increased this by 1000 
boxes to give away, the actual in¬ 
crease in packing costs would 
amount to but a fraction of a cent 
when spread over the whole pack, 
Mr. Kellogg explains. 

"Would Save Money” 

Economists claim that a 10 per 
cent curtailment in shipments will 
Increase growers’ returns 30 per 
cent. This would enable groweis 
to pay their share of the county'3 
increased advertising budget and 
have money to spare which they 
would not have otherwise, Mr. 
Kellogg says. 

His proposal is to give cards to 
San Diego exposition visitors, en¬ 
titling them to visit packing 
houses and receive their gifts of 
oranges. By thus keeping the 
visitors in the county for an extra 
period of several hours, the pro¬ 
gram would result in their leaving 
money here for meals, groceries, 
gasoline and other items. It is es¬ 
timated that a carload of tourists 
spends $13.80 per day. This in¬ 
creased tourist trade would not 
only enable business men and 
others to pay their share of the 
advertising tax, but by bringing 
in new money would stimulate 
business generally, Mr. Kellogg ex¬ 
plains.

ed the Italo-Ethiopian troubles 
back on the other side of the At¬ 
lantic today, but said it was 
"loath to believe” either nation 
would resort to other than pacific 
means to settle the dispute. 

A note which Secretary Hull 
sent to Emperor Haile Selassie in 
response to the Ethiopian mon¬ 
arch’s plea that the United States 
invoke the Kellogg-Briand peace 
pact to prevent threatened war in 
Africa, was interpreted widely to¬ 
day as an effort to avoid any en¬ 
tanglement in the dispute. 

Although the United States in 
effect declined to interfere, it did 
point out that both Italy and 
Abyssinia signed the pact of 
Paris, otherwise known as the 
Kellogg-Briand treaty, which re¬ 
nounces war as an instrument of 
national policy. 

Thus, most observers felt, the 
purpose of the note despatched 
last night was two-fold. It sought 
to keep the United States out of 
the border dispute which is 
troubling Europe, and re-asserted 
American belief in the sanctity of 
treaties. 

The note suggested that the 
League of Nations, which already 
is arbitrating the dispute, con¬ 
tinue. 

It said that the United States, 
“interested as it is in the main¬ 
tenance of peace in all parts of 
the world, is gratified that the 
League of Nations, with a view to 
a peaceful settlement, has given 
its attention to the controversy 
which has unhappily arisen x x x 
and that the controversy is now 
in process of arbitration "

The live bait boat Sun¬ 
shine brought home a catch of 96 
last night. They are the first 
caught since last summer. Aver¬ 
age weight was between 15 and 
25 pounds. 

Last year's catches were the 
first albacore seen in these waters 
for six years. Every specimen was 
lean and failed to put up much 
of a battle. Fishermen claim 
that all scales were worn from 


Yesterday's ratch was fresh, fat 
and gave anglers a real battle, 
which Indicates that schools of 
them have returned instead of a 
few strays. 

The albacore are the original 
white tuna and in years past sup¬ 
plied coast canneries with thou¬ 
sands of tons of meat every year.

First traces of their 
return were recorded last summer 
when only a few were caught The 
seven-year eyrie may prove itself 
this year, sportsmen hope.

Moody, her old nemesis, stage a 
spectacular rally that carried her 
through the next five games in 
succession for set and match. 

.Mel in 1938 

It was the first meeting of the 
two Helens since the American 
championships of 1933 when Mrs. 
Moody, suffering a back injury, 
was forced to default to Misa 
Jacobs in the third and deciding 
set. 

Mrs. Moody's triumph in her 
first major tournament since 
she elected to emerge from re¬ 
tirement gave her the British 
title for the seventh time since 
1927 and marked the third time 
she has beaten .Miss Jacobs in 
the Wimbledon final since 1929. 
For Miss Jacobs it marked the 
Berkeley girl’s fourth unsuccessful 
bid for the British title after she 
had gained the final round. 

Climaxes Comeback 
For the San Francisco matron, 
it was a gallant and successful 
climax to a comeback campaign 
she started in England little more 
than a month ago after she had 
been on the sidelines for almost 
two years. It was vindication, 
too, for her disputed decision to 
default to Miss Jacobs in the third 
set of the American championship 
final of 1933 because of a back in¬ 
jury that subsequently forced her 
into temporary retirement. 

For Miss Jacobs it was a bitter 
defeat just when she seemed on 
the verge of the greatest victory 
of her career. For the fourth 
time since 1929 she found herself 
beaten in the final round of the 
British tournament.

Breaks Delivery 
But Mrs. Moody broke her 26- 
year-old rival’s delivery in the 
eighth game to pull up 3-5 and 
then came the break that really 
proved decisive. 

On her own service, Mrs. 
Moody led at 40-30 but a dou¬ 
ble fault pulled Mis* Jacobs to 
deuce. The American champion 
then had match point at 5-4 
only to smash the ball Into the 
top of the net on what looked 
like a simple kill. 

That was all Mrs. Moody need¬ 
ed. She broke through Miss Jac¬ 
obs’ service at 4-2 in the tenth 
game to square the match at five- 
all and then held her own In the 
eleventh to lead 6-5.

Mr King advises they were able 
to hold this school of albacore 
until their live bait was exhausted.

Under 
the Clark plan the workings of 
all lobbies seeking to affect legis¬ 
lation, from far-flung organiza¬ 
tions of national importance, to 
little one-man outfits, would be 
investigated. 

The senate interstate commerce 
committee already has approved a 
5150,000 inquiry into lobbying on 
the utilties measure. The senate 
has yet to act. 

.Senate .May Subpoena 
Even without the Clark amend¬ 
ment, which he will offer Mon¬ 
day, the senate investigators 
would be armed with more pow¬ 
ers than a house inquiry which 
will start next week. The senate 
committee, besides having $150,- 
000 to spend, would have the pow¬ 
er of subpoena, which the house 
rules committee would not 
Clark said th»re was no reason 
to confine the senate inquiry to 
lobbying about utilities alone. 

“There are lobbies on other 
bills, Including the ship subsidy, 
that are just as active," he said.

“The orange market advanced 
materially on small sizes during 
the week. The lemon market con¬ 
tinued to advance with the de¬ 
velopment of hot weather de¬ 
mand.” 

The California-Arizona citrus 
marketing agreement has set 1400 
cars as next week’s prorate all of 
which has been allocated by the 
growers’ advisory committee to 
Southern California. There were 
90 cars of grape fruit allotted to 
Southern California, 15 to Central 
California and 10 cars to the des¬ 
ert area.

and the holiday forced the average 
price per box on California citrus 
sold in Eastern and Middle West¬ 
ern auction centers sharply higher 
during the past week. 

Lemon averages gained 71 cents 
per box to an average per box for 
the week of J4.08 while the Orange 
averages jumped 16 cents to an 
average price per box in the auc¬ 
tions of $3.07. 

Although there was one day in 
which no trading was done, there 
were 12 more cars of lemons sold 
in the auction centers this week 
than last and only 42 cars fewer 
oranges. 

For the first time in quite 
awhile the orange and lemon aver¬ 
ages in the auctions begin to com¬ 
pare well with those of compar¬ 
able weeks of 1933 but are still 
just about one dollar below those 
of comparable weeks of 1934. 

The California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, commenting on the 
market as a whole, says: 

"More seasonable weather help¬ 
ed the citrus market this week 
and a good holiday business is re¬ 
ported.
